Minutes of Meeting No. 77.6

Council unanimously adopted a motion to approve the published agenda, 
it being understood that items would be considered in the following 
order: 1, 2, 3, 4, 5.1, 5.2, 5.3, 6.2, 6.1, 6.3, 5.4, 5.5, 5.6. 


Council unanimously adopted a motion to approve the minutes of 
meeting No. 77-5. 


Elections - Advisory Committee, Dean of Engineering 


Chairman informed Council that Professors Osman, Pekau and Russell 
and Messrs. Krug and Blakely had been elected to the Advisory 
Committee, Dean of Engineering. Mr. Kotiuga had been recommended 
by the GSA. 


Council approved a motion to appoint the individuals named in item 
3 above to the Advisory Committee, Dean of Engineering. (Two 
recorded abstentions). 


Chairmanship of Faculty Committees 


Chairman informed Council that he had proceeded with the appointments 
of the Chairmen of EUSC, EGSC and the Faculty Library Committee under 
the assumption that Council would wish to follow the procedure set 
out in Doc. 75-98-5. 


Council unanimously adopted a motion to use the procedure set out in 
Doc. 75-98-5 for the appointment of Chairmen of EUSC, EGSC and the 
Faculty Library Committee. 


Professor Swamy noted that the wording of the call for nominations 
for Chairmen of these committees was ambiguous in that it appeared 
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that only members of these committees were eligible to serve as 
their Chairmen. The Assistant Dean agreed to investigate the matter. 


Professor Swamy also suggested that the Dean's office consider 
holding elections for the Chairmen of these committees before the 
Departments/Centre appointed their members.

Plagiarism and Cheating 


Professor Habashi presented the report of the ad hoc committee on 
Honourable Conduct (Docs. 77-5-2 and 77-6-4). After some discussion, 
it was agreed to refer the report to EUSC and the Executive Committee 
for comment, and that Council would reconsider the matter at its 
September meeting. 


It was noted that Engineering Senators should bear in mind the dis- 
cussions within Council when considering legislation now before 
Senate dealing with plagiarism and cheating. 


Proposal for Joint Award of the B.Eng. (Civil) and the M.Eng. (Buildin 
egrees 


Professor Russell informed Council that the Centre for Building Studies 
had examined the feasibility of offering a programme leading to the 
joint award of the B.Eng. (Civil) and the M.Eng. (Building) degrees and, 
as a result, was submitting Doc. 77-6-5 to Council for consideration 
and approval in principle.

The Assistant Dean presented comments of EUSC and EGSC (Doc. 77-6-6). 


Professor Troitsky presented the recommendations of the Civil 
Engineering Department (Doc. 77-6-7). He remarked that some of the 
concerns mentioned in Doc. 77-6-6 were shared by members of his 
department. He noted further that the administrative responsibility 
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for the programme should be clarified prior to its implementation. 


The Assistant Dean summarized the discussion of the Executive 
Committee. That committee had agreed that the Centre for Building 
Studies should participate in an undergraduate programme, even 
though it was not possible at present to offer a complete under- 
graduate programme in Building Engineering. It also had reservations 
about offering a 5-10 course option within the Civil Engineering 
programme as such an option would not adequately prepare graduates 
to act as professionals in Building Engineering, and that this lack 
of preparation might adversely affect the reputation of a centre 
attempting to establish itself in a new field. On the other hand, 
the joint programme could meet both the accreditation requirements 
for Civil Engineering and the need to graduate individuals qualified 
to practise as Building Engineers. 


During the ensuing discussion, it was suggested the Faculty begin with 
the undergraduate option and consider further the desirability of 
offering the joint programme. It was also noted that Building Studies 
could be linked to Mechanical Engineering as well as to Civil 
Engineering. Another suggestion was that the Faculty consider 
offering a programme leading to the award of two Bachelor's degrees 

in Civil or Mechanical Engineering and Building Engineering. 


The Chairman concluded that Council was not yet prepared to pronounce 
itself on the question. He stressed that a decision must be forth- 
coming in the very near future and that in order to start any pro- 
gramme in fall 1978, legislation must be before Senate no later than 
November 1977. He suggested that the question be studied intensively 
by the Executive Committee so that EFC and its curriculum committees 
would be in a position to consider definitive legislation at their 
September and October meetings.
